CANADA AND THE LEAGUE 


F IT is desirable that the League of Nations should 

succeed in” bluffing Mussolini with an 
appearance of greater unanimity among its members 
on the subject of sanctions and their enforcement 
than really exists, then the statement issued by Mr. 
Lapointe over the week-end is to be regretted. Upon 
any other assumption, we cannot see that there is 
much ground for complaint about it. Since it affirms 
the full intention of the government to “take the 
necessary steps to secure the effective application of 
the economic sanctions against Italy proposed by the 
co-ordination committee,” it does not withdraw the 
Dominion from anv undertaking to which she was 
previously committed. The question of Canada’s 
responsibility for the initiation of some of the mor 
extreme forms of sanction is purely academic, except 
in regard to the internal polities of this country, 
where an appearance of an excess of zeal would win 
for the government the pronounced hostility of a 
considerable section of the electorate, and practicalls 
no additional support from other sections,
